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DETAILED ACTION 

RE: Garrett et al. 

1 . The examiner of your application in the PTO has changed. To aid in correlating 
of any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this application 
should be directed to Examiner Hong Sang, Art Unit: 1643. 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Group III (claims 63 and 64) in the reply 
filed on 2/13/08 is acknowledged. 

3. Applicant is further required to elect a species as set forth in this office action. 



Election/Restrictions 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 
The species are as follows: 

(a) N-terminal end of the CR1 domain, the CR1 domain dimerisation loop (i.e. 
ErbB2 amino acid residue 247-268, or a subset thereof), the CR1 domain dimerisation 
adjacent residues, and C-terminal end of the CR1 domain (ErbB2 amino acid residue 
294-319 or a subset thereof). 

If applicant elects the N-terminal end of the CR1 domain, applicant is further 
required to elect a single ErbB2 amino acid residue from group (a1): 

(a1 ) ErbB2 amino acid residue 200-203, ErbB2 amino acid residue 210-213, 
ErbB2 amino acid residue 216-218, and ErbB2 amino acid residue 225-230. 
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If applicant elects the CR1 domain dimerisation adjacent residues, applicant is 
further required to elect a single ErbB2 amino acid residue from group (a2):
